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Late on Monday Night came in the Mail due that Day 

from Holland, with a circumftantial Confirmation of 

the total Defeat of the Turks in Perfia, which came by 

an Expres from that Country to the Court at Petersburg. 

The moft material Particulars are thefe, as we find them 
in an Article from thence dated the 12th of Auguft. 


HAMAS Kouli-Kan having defeated a Body 
of 15,000 Turks paced by the Bafhaw 
Temir near Teflis, march’d with his Army towards 
Carla, in order to attack the Seraskier Abdullach 
Bafhaw, who had pofted himfelf with his Troops 


under the Cannon of that Place. He did all he 
could to bring him toa general Engagement ; but the 
latter refufing to give him Battle, Kouli-Kan could 
only harafs him, which he did with fo much Succefs, 
that after feveral Skirmifhes, that always prov’d to 
the Difadvantage of the Turks, the Seraskier was at 
lat obliged to thut himfelf up within the Town of 
Carfa. Upon this the Perfian General detach’d part 
of his Troops to block up Teflis, and march’d with 
the refit of his Army towards Erivan, where was a 
numerous Garifon of Turks, whofe Commander 
feeing the Perfians approach, march'd out with the 
greatclt Part of his ‘Troops to attack them. A very 
{mart Acuon enfued, but the Turks were vbiiged to 
retire into the Town with confiderable Lofs, and 
Kouli-Kan pofled his Troops round the Place. 
During this, the Seraskier Abdullach Bathaw taking 
the Opportunity of the Perfian General’s Abfence, 
drew his Army out of Carfa, joyn'd feveral Bathaws 
that were on the March with numerous Bodies, and 
refolved to go and attack Kouli-Kan, who was no 
fooner inform'd of the Seraskier’s March, but he 
abandon’d the Neighbourhood of Erivan, and weht 
and poited himéelf in a very advantageous Situation, 
four Leagues from that Place. Abdullach Bathaw 

who little fulpeéted that the Perfian General's Retreat 
was only a Cloak for a Stratagem, was the more 
eager for purluing his Enemy, becaufe he had juft 
received a Reinforcement of 10,060 Men from Erivan 

and his Army being increafed to’ 80,000 Men, he 
did not doubt of beating the much inferior Army of 
the Perfians. Preiuming upon this, he enter'd the 
Mountains in queit of his Enemy, and found himielf 
hamper'd in Dehles, where he form'd his Army in 
the beit Manner that the Ground would permit him,

© Towns,’and the reft to the Mountains, W ch lal 
¢ will infallibly fall into'the Hands of the Perfians. 
« The Towns that are befieged or blocked up, having 
« no hopes of any Relief fince this Defeat, the Com- 
« mander at Genfcha has already demanded a Capitula- 
é tion; and "tis not doubted, but thofe of the other 
© Places will follow his Example; fo that Kouli-Kan 
« by this Vidory, will, in all Appearance, be foon 
« Mafter not only of all the Country which the Turks 
¢ had conquered from Periia, but be likewile in a Con- 
« dition to carry his victorious Arms into the Ottoman 
« Empire. 

From the Upper Rhine, Aag..27., Forty-five Soldiers 
of the French and Swifs, av were taken Prifoners on 
the 3d Inftant by the Imperialifts, thro’ the Treachery 
of a Woman, are fince fent back to us, to prevent the 
burning of the Village, which otherwife was threaten’d 
to be laid in Afhes. 

We are now of Opinion that the Campaign will not 
end fo foon as was expected ; that the Conclufion of 
it will not be fo gentle as the Beginning was ; and that 
it will be clofed with fome fignal Action. 

The Ruffian Troops are arrived in the Camp pre- 
pared for them on the other Side of the Neckar, in 
the peo aye of Heidelberg, where a Camp is 
alfo marked out for the Imperial Army, which is ex- 
pected there every Moment from Bruchifal. Prince 
George of Hefle-Caffel, who has 18 Cannon with him, 
is marched with his Troops towards Mentz. The 4 
Battalions and 2 Squadrons of the Troops of the Em- 
pire, that were in the Rhingau, are alfo marched to 
join the grand Army, and are re-placed by 2 Heffian 
Regiments, under Command of Prince Maximilian of 
Hefie-Caffel. All the Boat-Men of Neckerfhal have 
Orders to be ready with their Boats at the Places ap- 
pointed. The Lines which the French are making in 
the Spirebach, are almoft finifhed. 

Friburg, Aug. 26. The 23d at Night an Exprefs 
arrived from Prince Eugene, with Orders for the Bat- 
talions of Rumpf, Muffiing, and Maximilian of Hefle- 
Caffel, which were partly garifoned here, and partly 
in Old Brifac, to repair forthwith to the Army of the 
Empire. Fhe Regiment of Saxe-Eyfenach is alfo 
gone to join the Army under General Petrafch in the 
Black Forett. 

Ladenbourg, Aug. 27. The firft Column of the 
Ruffian Troops arrived here Yeflerday, under Com- 
mand of General Lafcy, who took his Quarters here ; 
and the fecond Column arrived ‘To-day in the Camp 
marked out for them between this Place and Heidel- 
berg. They are all pick’d Men, and {0 inured to Fa- 
tips that they look as if they were but juft come out 
of Winter-Quarters, tho’ they have had {o painful and 
tedious a March. Prince Eugene took his Quarters 
at Heidelberg the 26th ult. and moft of the Imperial 
‘Troops are encamped in that Neighbourhood. ‘Thofe 
of Franconia, Swabia, and fome other affociated 
Circles remain in the Camp at Bruchfal, to the Num- 
ber of about 20,000 Men. The Enemy is alfo en- 
tirely decamped from the Neighbourhood of Oppen- 
heim, except a flying Camp that remains there, under 
the Count de Bellifle. The Marthal de Coigny, who 
is on the March towards Philipsburg, has caufed two 
or three Bridges to be laid over the Rhine near that 
a if if he defigned to pafs the Rhine there.
